"With respect to Examiner's position on "said designated register numbers being consecutive with the register number of the register 
designating field". Applicants unerstand that the Eaminer interprets Intels r2 to be consecutive with r3. However. Applciants 
will point out that this is not accurate because r2 and r3 merely show the register notations in an instruction format, with each 
representing a register independent each other, so that r2 as a register number is not consecutive with r3 in general. If r2 as a 
register number must be consecutive with r3. this would mipose great restrictions on the use of registers in programming that 
would contradict the intent and purpose of the Intel reference, as well as the understanding of the use of registers as would be 
known to those of skill in the art." 

However. Applicant appers to be reading limitations into the claims that are not present. If applicant would like to rerad a specific 
meaning of consecutive into the claims, then Applicant should specifically claim that meaning. In this case, consistent with 
claim 1. register number r2 is consecutive with register number r3. Therefore this argument is moot.
